ſon ? Examine whether the zealous ſticklers for the Protetiant Religion, have any at al'; or 
if they have, whether ir be nor as far from that Eftabliſh'd by Lew , as Popery ? Whether if 
the King wou'd grant all their deſires, receive them into Offices and Power, they wou'd nor 
ſtand up in juſtification of the Court as fiercely as now they do the contrary ? Whar has been 
before, may well be expeRed again. He that conſiders this , and that malice never ſpoke well 
of any, will give the Fa&ious little eredit; eſpecially, when againſt reaſon and ſenſe they 
wou'd impoſe upon us that the King himſelf is in the P/ot,or as one ofthe Members in a print- 
edSpcech tells rhe Houſe, The Þ lot 5 not ſo much in the Tower, as in White-Hall ; there "tis to 
be ſearch'd for, and there to be found: And all this becauſe he will not unking himſelf, and pu:

This is nor a 
ſingle or private man's opinion, but rhe judgement of the Supreme Tribunal of Englant, 
e Houſe of Lords; where upon the firſt reading It was thrown out, with rhe- odds of 52 
agzinſt 31; for which reaſon their Lordſhips are call'd Maſquerading-Proteſtants, Tories, 
Papifts, or their adherents; as if che Lords muſt not be allow'd the priviledge the Commons 
ake with any of their Bills, withour cenſure and affront, Bur why fcr their AR muſt His Majeſty 
be loyally libell'd and aſpers'd ? Ir had been time enongh , one wou'd have thought, to have 
all'd him Papift, ec. had he rejeRed the Bill after ir had paſs'd both Houſes. Oh! then 
ho cou'd ave doubred, but his doing more aginſt the Papifis than any of his Predecefſors 
ad been promoring their Intereſt,that this pardoning noman condemn'd,nor ſtopping the ex- 
cutlon any Law againſt Recuſants, was making It no Plor, and that paſfing the Teſt was 
etcing in Popery by whole-fale. He that can believe theſe things, is prepar*d for any thing, 
0 ſay a Lobſter is a Wale , or a Whale a Lobſter; thar the Moon 1 a Green-Cheeſe, and 
he Sun a round Plare of red hot Iron; and then, I preſume, it may not he decided whether 
e are Fools or Madmen. Let us not thus idly and unjuſtly bely our Conſciences , and pub- 
iſh to the Nation and all the World , that nothing can ſecure us againſt Popery, but rhe 
haking and alteration of the Monarchy, by the Bill of Exclufion ; an AR in ir (elf, unjuſt 
nd impolitick, both for the King and People. No man is t6 be puniſh'd ex poſt-fafto, by the 
aws of this and all other Countries; Beſides, why ſhou'd rhe Duke, more then any Fanatich 
pf England , be outed his Blrth-right? The Scripture ſays You maſt not do evil, that good may 
one of it; And prudence will tell us, That this is an evil,thdt mui be attended with greater. For 
he miqute that ir paſſes, the Duke is at liberty to recover his Right by ſeceet cr open Viol- 
nce, Force Foreign or Domeſtick; He is declar'd an Enemy and Traitor 3; condemn'd with- 
put Tryal or Convi&ion. This piece of injuſtice muſt be defended by an Aſſaciarion of an 
Army; this Army muſt be entruſted inthe hands of the King or aGeneral, cither may make 
himſelf Abſolute and Arbitary; and therefore if people are now afraid-of flavery from the 
overnment, what may then be their apprehenfions ? And if they are jealous of the King, 
what General will they find to entruſt ? Thoſe meanly skill'd in ſtory, know chat Commayd- 
ers of Armies have at pleaſure ſubyerred Commonwealths and _—_— Agatbacies from 
being General, became Tyrant of $yr«cuſa; Piſiftratus of Athens, Sjorqga of Millain,' the Mt - 
dici of Florence, the Caſars of Rome, and not to go ſofar off, Cromwel of the Fhree Kingdoms. 
Moſt of the Romen Emperors were dethron'd by their Generals;aud therefore this canoor bur 
make the King az unyw az the People, to _ this great Power in any perſon. an; yer 
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without ſuch truft the AR'of Excluſion Is not worth a raw; nor with it can we be ſecur'd 

againſt $)avery,whether the Duke conquer or be overcome, TheDuke will ſtyl find a party, at 

leaſt if he our-lives the Kiog,in the Three Kingdoms to fight his Quarrel;and if he comes In by. 
forcethe may well uſc us as 2 c0nqutr'd Nation, break our old, and give us what Laws and-Reli- 
gion he pleaſes 3 Whereas if we atremprno ſuch thing,we ſhall nor run the hazard of a CIVIL 
W AR,the King being as likely to out-live,as to be our-Hfved byHis Brother, If he ſhou'd chance 
to ſucceed peaceably,he cannor be preſum'd to offer any alteration ip Religion ſo much agaivſt 
his Intereſt,and who never forwarded any in his own Family,ſeffers hisChildren to continue io 
the Church of England, knowing that Chriſtianity forbids compulſion for its propagation. To 
fay he wou'd be prieſt-ridden, is ridicolous; why he more than the French Kiog, who © 
oppoſes the Popes Uſurp ation, and aſſumes to himſelf the cognizance even of Church-affairs ? 
This is bur a pretence to impoſe upon the-ignorant and the credulous; if there be not-Laws 
enough already, new ones may be made to prevent any ſuch intention. When al! Offices 
and power are In the hands of Anri-papiſts, I cannor ſee where can be our danger. 

Bur this, if granted, wou'd nor be all, the Monarchy is hereby made eleRive, and the poſ- 
ſcfſor may as well be remov'd, as the ſucceſſor debarr'd. In order to this, is there not a Hi- 
ſtory rs Succeſſion publiſh'd, ſhewing chat che Manatchy is rather eleRive than heredi- 
tary? Of which here I will only ſay, chat the Writer is a notorious Plagiary, and ſteals all our 
of a ſeditlous Book writ on the ſame SubjeR by Par(ons the Jeſuite, under the Name of Dole- 
man in Queen Elizabeths time, with deſign of dittratting the people, and making way for a 
Spaniſh Conqueſt and Inquifitionz the Preshyterian Tranſcriber proves himſelfof the fame Je- 
ſuitical principles, and with equal honeſty purſues the ſame ends , Uſurpatjon and Slavery, 
'Tis nor ro be doubted, bur thar. there has been frequent interruptions of the Succeffion of - 
the Crown, but no rirle , bur-that of the Sword , was ever pur in ballance with proximity of 
bloud, and he that will oppoſe Fa co Right,is very unjuſt , and argues not upon the princh» 
ples of Morality, nor the Laws of Nations. Much ſuch another good Chriſtian , is the Writ- 
er of Tre appeal to the City, who tels us, if we fer up a King with none or acrack'd title, we 
ſhall have the better Laws; and inſtances that Richard rhe 3d. an Uſurper, a Murderer, and 
a Tyranr, made excellent Statutes. Bur he might, had he been juſt , have found the Laws of 
that Kiog outdone by thoſe of our preſent Severaign , whole title none can queſtion. 

And yet ir is not unreaſonable to ſuſpe& a deſign on foot of ſubyerting the Monarchy, If it 
be confider'd, that the paſſing the Bill againſt the Duke, will not alone ſatisfie his adverſaries, 
who further expe&,thar all thoſe now firm to the King be remoy'd, and their truſt put into 
conſiding hands; and thus when they had him in their own power, ir wou'd be no hard mat- 
rer to a& their pleaſure. The Speech diſown'd by the 2 Lord, and burnt by the 
—_—_— a fate the Author does certainly deſerve ) tells us in plain Engliſh, we: muft have a 
Change,and a King we may truſt, and well os Connſeilors , with much more treaſonable 
and ſedicious ſtuff. Theſe things, and the frequent mentioning the fates of Zdw. 2. Rich. 2, 
and Hen. 6. cannot but alarm his Majeſty, and reſtraiſa him from ever complying with ſuch 
perſons againſt his only Brother. He has ſo often affirm'd the Bill ſhou'd never paſs, that he 
cannot now without diminution of his own honour , as well as ſafety, alter his well-grounded 
reſolution, taken upon the ſenſe of conſcience and duty, the preſent and future good of him- 
ſelf and people. Ana that wovu'd be the higheſt violation of Magna Charta , that ordains 
none ſhou'd be pur by hls birthright and inheritance, but by the Law of the Land, and legal 
proceſs. And therefore I hope, what cannot be ſuppos'd , will be granted , will no longer 
be infiſred on, left the conſequences prove fatal. 

One thing I cannot bur admire, thac the Duke ſhou'd be abſolutely excluded on ſuppoſiti- 
on of being a papiſr, for otherwiſe he is allow'd by all a Prince of incomparable vercues and 
endowments, leaving no room for etijoying his right, in caſe he become Proteſtant- Do they 
ſuppoſe an akteration of opinion impoſſible ? that's falſe and fooliſh. There are inſtances of 
men that have ten, and to mention no more, the Dukes Grandfather Hey. 4. 
twice alrer'd his oplnion. Beſides, it is unjuſt , and contrary to thelr own pra&ice ; for L. 
Er. was an impriſon'd-Plotter, but as ſoon as he became a Convert, withour further proceſs - 
er tryal, he was ignpcentand acquitted, We do in this exceedthe Papiſts ip France , and 
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and all LPs abroad, who accus'd them as Antichri- 
| cir lawful King Hen. 4: on the (core of Religion ; ſor 
theParifieans lov'd his perſon ſtood upon no other condition than his curning Papiſt , ro 
receive him for their Soyeraign; as all the other R. C's of that Kingdom had done before, 
And thereſore 1 very much ſuſpe& we are grown weary of Monarchy ; and with an incon- 
fancy natural co Iſlanders , affeR a Change tho for the worſe. To this I am induc'd by ma- 
Reaſons, and not a little from a Proteſtant Lords Speech, the laſt Seffions, That the prople 
Athens were ſo fond of good King Codrus, that they reſolu'd to have none after him. But to 
attempt this piece of folly and wickedne(s, will inevitably embroyl us in a Civil War, And 
of that che cvent is ſo uncert.:in, that we ought to dread the loſs of all, by ſtriving to enlarge 
our preſenr liberrics, This madneſs ordinary prudence will carefuily avoid , becauſe tn all 
robability the King muſt ger the better; his condition is nor like his Fathers : He has ftand- 
ng Troops, which the other wanted, ro Guard his Perſonz he has the Militia in his own 
hands , he has no Scotch nor Ir; Redellion, to divide or diſtratt his Forces; and above a!l, 
he has the Parliament in his own power, to let them, Sir or no Sit, at his pleaſure and rhetr 
good behaviour. And*ris happy he has this power, toſecure himſelf from popular fury, ac 
this time eſpecially, when whatever the Papiſts have done, we daily ſee others run 19to 
Clubs and Cabals, diſtinguiſhing themſelves by Green Ribbans, by gereral Committees and 
Sub-commirtees,where all TranſaRions of Parliament are firſt defign'd and hammer'd , Col- 
letions made, a Common Purſue manag'd, and Agents employ'd 1n every County, to pre- 
pare and influence the people; write and diſperſe fa'ſe News , Libe!s againſt the Gevern- 
ment, Addreſſes made and ſent into every Shire and Burrough, and if the Members do aor go 
down to their Ele&ions , they can Print for them ſuch Speeches as ſerve their purpoſe. 
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Witneſs one my Lord Yaughan ſpoke ar his ele&ion, though his Lordſhip was not aut of 
London. I have not he:rd before, rhatjSir Samuel Morlans Speaking Trumpet cou'd convey a 
voice a hurdred Miles diſtance, Burt this is nothing with our True Proteftant Intelligencer, B. 
H.who printed an Addreſs from the Ciry of Colcheſter , that never w: $ ſeen nor preſented by 
any-of the Inhabirants, as by an Toftrument under the Town Clarks hand does plataly appear. 
But though Swearing be, Lying is nor, againſt the intereſt or praRice of the Godly; the pres- 
byterian, true off-ſpring of the 1gnetian Fathers, who out do them in the Dofrine of pie Fray» 
des, as well as in all other their immoral and Antimonarhich principles, 

And now<onfidering that none that have any thing to looſe, can ever get by a Rebel.ion, 
and that there is no jutt pretence for one, our Liberties and .Propercies not being broken or 
invaded, the Rich, unleſs they are mad, will never begin ; and yet with, or without their 
aſſiftance,a m__ Fack Cade or wat Tyler inſtigated by greater perſons, will but inlarge the 
Regal power, and enrich the Crown: And for theſe and many more reaſons, I 1dok upon 
the Threats or Fears of Rebellion, as'idle and vain, as our Jealoufies and Apprehenſions of 


- Popery, never poſſible in England, but by a Civil War, ſince their numbers here are bur as one 


to 230. and by an exa& calculation in the three Kingdoms, the whole number of Papifs is 
but as one to 205, —_——— and their wealth and poſſeſſions is not one ro 300. If their 
power had been ſo terrible,they wanted not fince the Plor,provocations to mak us feel, as well 
25 hear on't. Bur theſe noiſes are like Armies in diſguiſe at Knights-bridge, and Regiments of 
Horſe hid in Cellars under ground, and blowing up the Thames to drown London z arrifices 
formerly us'd to draw in the eafie and the credulous. But 'cis to be prefum'd, the lame trick 
will not paſs rwice upon us in one and the ſame Age , while the bleeding wounds of the laſt 
are ſtill ſo freſh in our memories. To remedy and compoſe our preſent madneſs and diftradt- 
ons, and prevent future evils; muſt, without doubr be the hearty endeavour of all honeſt 
men, who expe this will be a healing Parliamenr,that will make up all our breaches,and unite 
our divifions,by the methods of prudence and diſcretion; weighing the true cauſes,and apply- 
ing fir remedles,withour regard to faion or intereſt,hear or paſſion; refle&inghow uoceaſo- 
nable ir js,ro ſuſpe& In theKing or his Miniſters any deſign of introducing Popery and arbitra- 
Government; a malicious and idle invention, ſet on feor with purpoſe, to enflame the King-.

4th. parrot the Revenue, neceſlary for the pport of the Crown, muſt be gader a 

of complying with his people in Parliament; 'and thar his r2mper, praRice and Declarations, 
lecure us againſt impoſirjons of rhis naturez That it bz conſider'd , whether the unquiet ap- 


all the accus'dand convited, and the. Kings afrer granting a general pardon , wich ſuch ex- 
ceptions as have been uſual. The doing this will beger a cight underſtanding berween the 
Kiag and his people, defear the contrivances of our adyerſarics, reſtore. us to peace and quiet 
at home, and reſcue'us from contempr and danger abroad, and make the Name of Parliamenc 
as famous and renown'd, as fome Libellers endeavour to make ir baſe and odious.
